Excess Capacity Growing Problem in Indiana 


One of the most serious problems fac¬ 
ing Indiana citizens is the rising cost of 
electricity. Electric bills are increasing 
due to a number of factors. However, the 
major reason why electric bills continue to 
steadily increase is the addition of new 
generating capacity in consumers’ rates. 
Consumers should only have to pay for 
that amount of generating capacity that is 
actually needed. That is why CAC is work¬ 
ing to pass legislation in the 1984 session of 
the Indiana General Assembly that will 
prohibit utilities from including excess ca¬ 
pacity in consumers’ rates. 

All utilities do and should have some 
reserve capacity to cover future power 
plant retirements, plant outages and unex¬ 
pected demand for electricity. Reserve ca¬ 
pacity is that amount of generating capac¬ 
ity that is available after a utility's peak de¬ 
mand has been met. Peak demand is the 
maximum amount of electricity needed to 
serve customers, typically on the coldest 
day of winter or the hottest day of sum¬ 
mer.

Such legislation would im¬ 
mediately lower electric rates for custom¬ 
ers of NIPSCO and PSI who are currently 
paying for excess capacity. In addition, 
this policy would encourage joint planning 
and construction of new power plants, or 
power pooling, by Indiana utilities. 

Legislation that requires a utility to 
obtain a certificate of need from the PSC 
before constructing a new power plant was 
passed by the 1983 General Assembly. 
However, this does not address the issue 
of plants that are already under construc¬ 
tion and the problem of who will pay for ex¬ 
cess capacity. A law which excludes capac¬ 
ity from electric rates would address these

The Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission (FERC) recommends that 
electric utilities maintain a 20 percent re¬ 
serve capacity. Generating capacity above 
the 20 percent reserve margin is excess ca¬ 
pacity. This capacity is not needed by pre¬ 
sent consumers and should not be included 
in present rates. 


PRESENT SITUATION 

According to data submitted to the 
U.S. Department of Energy by electric 
utilities, in 1983 Indiana utilities had a 41 
percent summer reserve margin and will 
have a 43 percent winter reserve margin. 
This means that on the hottest day of the 
summer, 21 percent of the capacity was in 
excess of the FERC recommended level. 
On the coldest day of this winter, 23 per¬ 
cent of the capacity will be above the 
FERC recommendation. 

Although Indiana law requires that 
the Public Service Commission include in 
the rate base only that property of a utility 
that is “actually used and useful” the PSC 
has repeatedly ignored this provision. In 
January 1983, the PSC allowed Public Ser¬ 
vice Indiana a 15 percent rate increase to 
include excess generating capacity from 
the Gibson 5 plant in consumer’s rates. In 
August 1983, the PSC granted Northern 
Indiana Public Service Co. a 20 percent 
rate increase to include unneeded generat- 


built to replace those plants that will soon 
be retired. However, according to reports 
filed by Indiana electric utilities, only 
three minor stations with a combined gen¬ 
erating capacity of 355 MW will be retired 
by 1992. This is significantly less than the 
additional 6,729 MW that will be produced 
during the same period. 

Using the utilities own projections, it 
is clear that reserve margins will continue 
to grow throughout the next decade and 
far exceed FERC’s 20 percent reserve 
margin standard. The result will be a sub¬ 
stantial amount of excess generating ca¬ 
pacity that will unnecessarily drain money 


from residential, commercial and industri¬ 
al customers in Indiana. 


PROPOSED SOLUTION 


Legislation could and should be writ¬ 
ten to exclude that portion of a utility’s 
generating capacity in the rate base that is 
determined to be excessive. Such legisla¬ 
tion was passed earlier this year in Iowa 
and is now being proposed in a number of 
other Midwestern states. Given the PSC’s 
past actions, it is clear that legislation 
which specifically bans the inclusion of ex¬ 
cess capacity from consumers utility bills is

WHAT CAN YOU DO? 


In a truly competitive market it is 
unlikely that consumers would be forced 
to bear the substantial cost of excess ca¬ 
pacity.

Indiana needs legislation which 
does not allow a utility’s excess generat¬ 
ing capacity to be included in the rate 
base.

In 
August 1983, the PSC granted Northern 
Indiana Public Service Co. a 20 percent 
rate increase to include unneeded generat¬ 
ing capacity from its Schahfer 17 plant. In¬ 
diana & Michigan Electric Co. has stated 
that they will seek a 25 percent rate in¬ 
crease in 1984 to pay for the first Rockport 
unit. The majority of power from this plant 
will not be needed by I & M customers. 

FUTURE PROBLEMS 

Every major electric utility in Indiana 
is currently building its own power plant. 
Plants under construction and scheduled 
for completion by 1992 will provide an ad¬ 
ditional 6,729 megawatts (MW) of power. 
This is in addition to the 17,018 MW of ca¬ 
pacity currently available. 

With the plants now in operation and 
those under construction, the combined re¬ 
serve margin of Indiana electric utilities 
will increase to over 50 percent during the 
next decade. Reserve margins will rise 
from 38 and 48 percent in 1984 to 61 and 57 
percent in 1990.

Utility Reform

Excess Capacity 

The major reason why electric bills 
continue to steadily increase is the addition 
of new electric generating capacity in 
rates. The Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission recommends that electric 
utilities maintain a 20 percent reserve ca¬ 
pacity. Generating capacity above the 20 
percent margin is excess capacity - capac¬ 
ity not needed by Indiana consumers. 

C AC will work to pass legislation that 
would exclude any generating capacity 
above a 25 percent reserve margin from 
consumers’ rates. This would mean lower 
rates for consumers in the future. (See ar¬ 
ticle on page one for complete details.) 

In addition, CAC will support legisla¬ 
tion banning the inclusion of construction 
work in progress (CWIP) in consumers’ 
rates as well as the inclusion of the cost for 
abandoned plants in the rate base. 

Conservation Financing 

Consumers currently lack reliable in¬ 
formation on conservation measures, espe¬ 
cially concerning solar and renewable en¬ 
ergy. Many consumers also lack the financ¬ 
ing capability needed to pay for conserva¬ 
tion measures that would reduce their util¬ 
ity bills. CAC supports legislation that 
will: 

• expand the Residential Conservation 
Services Program to include all electric 
and gas utilities. 

• put solar and renewable energy back in 
the energy audits. 

• provide for free energy audits for per¬ 
sons on Project SAFE. 

• provide for 6% interest loans for conser¬ 
vation (up to $3000 for seven years) and for 
solar and renewable energy (up to $5000 
for ten years). 

• provide for zero interest loans for conser- 


• appropriate funds to maintain project 
SAFE levels at the same level as 1983. 
This would require a state appropriation of 
$10-15 million. 

• require electric and gas utilities to offer 
12 month amortization agreements, upon 
payment of 10% of the back bill up to $100, 
before disconnection; and 12 month amor¬ 
tization agreements, upon payment of 25% 
of the back bill up to $250, for reconnec¬ 
tion. 

• remove the sales tax from utilities and 
fuel for persons on Project SAFE. 

Weatherization 

A large percentage of homes waste 
energy due to the lack of good weatheriza¬ 
tion. For the average homeowner, a $1000 
expenditure for weatherization will de¬ 
crease heating costs by 20% to 30%. While 
weatherization makes sense in the long 
run, low-income citizens cannot afford the 
cost. Federal funding for weatherization 
has been drastically cut. CAC believes the 
state should appropriate $10 million for 
weatherization funds to help low-income 
consumers better weatherize their homes 
and keep more money in Indiana’s eco¬ 
nomy. 

Conservation Rates 

The electric utilities in Indiana are 
currently using a rate structure known as 
“declining block.” This structure was de¬ 
signed in the 1920’s to promote the use of 
electricity. The more electricity con¬ 
sumed, the less expensive it became to the 
consumer. This method made sense at a 
time when the per unit cost to produce 
electricity decreased as more was produc¬ 
ed. 

Now the reverse is true. Due to the 
high cost of construction, interest rates 
and inflation, the per unit cost to produce 


would allow a telephone company to 
charge its customers for local calls. Under 
the proposal, local telephone service would 
be billed on a per call basis, rather than the 
flat rate currently used. The basis for the 
charge would be similar to long-distance 
billing, i.e., according to distance, length, 
time of day, and number. 

LMS is banned by law until April, 
1984. CAC believes that at this time the 
Public Service Commission could allow the 
telephone industry to charge consumers 
for telephone service on the basis of usage. 
CAC supports legislation that would ban 
LMS in Indiana. 


A bill has been introduced in Congress 
that would prohibit access charges at the 
federal level. CAC supports the passage of 
legislation that will prohibit access charges 
at the state level. 


Lifeline Telephone Rates 


Do to the divestiture of AT&T, local 
telephone service will increase. There is a 
concern over the possibility that many low- 
income individuals will no longer be able to 
afford telephone service. CAC supports 
the passage of legislation that would allow 








aoove a percent reserve* margin rrom 
consumers , rates. This would mean lower 
rates for consumers in the future. (See ar¬ 
ticle on page one for complete details.) 

In addition, CAC will support legisla¬ 
tion banning the inclusion of construction 
work in progress (CWIP) in consumers’ 
rates as well as the inclusion of the cost for 
abandoned plants in the rate base. 

Conservation Financing 

Consumers currently lack reliable in¬ 
formation on conservation measures, espe¬ 
cially concerning solar and renewable en¬ 
ergy. Many consumers also lack the financ¬ 
ing capability needed to pay for conserva¬ 
tion measures that would reduce their util¬ 
ity bills. CAC supports legislation that 
will: 

• expand the Residential Conservation 
Services Program to include all electric 
and gas utilities. 

• put solar and renewable energy back in 
the energy audits. 

• provide for free energy audits for per¬ 
sons on Project SAFE. 

• provide for 6% interest loans for conser¬ 
vation (up to $3000 for seven years) and for 
solar and renewable energy (up to $6000 
for ten years). 

• provide for zero interest loans for conser¬ 
vation for persons on Project SAFE. 

Project SAFE 

Legislators failed to appropriate 
funds for project SAFE during the 1983 
legislative session. Federal funds for ener¬ 
gy assistance have been cut and more 
people are expected to apply for Project 
SAFE benefits than can be currently 
served. In addition, SAFE benefits are 
paying less and less of recipient’s utility 
bill’s each year. CAC supports the passage 
of legislation that would:

Weatherization 

A large percentage of homes waste 
energy due to the lack of good weatheriza¬ 
tion. For the average homeowner, a $1000 
expenditure for weatherization will de¬ 
crease heating costs by 20% to 30%. While 
weatherization makes sense in the long 
run, low-income citizens cannot afford the 
cost. Federal funding for weatherization 
has been drastically cut. CAC believes the 
state should appropriate $10 million for 
weatherization funds to help low-income 
consumers better weatherize their homes 
and keep more money in Indiana’s eco¬ 
nomy. 

Conservation Rates 

The electric utilities in Indiana are 
currently using a rate structure known as 
“declining block.” This structure was de¬ 
signed in the 1920’s to promote the use of 
electricity. The more electricity con¬ 
sumed, the less expensive it became to the 
consumer. This method made sense at a 
time when the per unit cost to produce 
electricity decreased as more was produc¬ 
ed. 

Now the reverse is true. Due to the 
high cost of construction, interest rates 
and inflation, the per unit cost to produce 
electricity increases as more is produced. 
CAC supports legislation that would en¬ 
courage consumers to conserve energy by 
giving them a financial incentive. “Conser¬ 
vation Rates” would reward consumers 
who use less electricity by giving them a 
lower electric rate. 

Local Measured Service (LMS) 

The telephone industry is attempting 
to get Local Measured Service (LMS) in 
Indiana. LMS is a pricing method which

would allow a telephone company to 
charge its customers for local calls. Under 
the proposal, local telephone service would 
be billed on a per call basis, rather than the 
flat rate currently used. The basis for the 
charge would be similar to long-distance 
billing, i.e., according to distance, length, 
time of day, and number. 

LMS is banned by law until April, 
1984. CAC believes that at this time the 
Public Service Commission could allow the 
telephone industry to charge consumers 
for telephone service on the basis of usage. 
CAC supports legislation that would ban 
LMS in Indiana. 

Access Charges 

The Federal Communications Com¬ 
missions (FCC) has issued a ruling that 
will force consumers to pay for access to 
inter-state long distance service. The FCC 
also recommended that state commissions 
do the same with respect to intra-state 
long distance service (calls made within In¬ 
diana). This would dramatically increase 
the cost of local telephone service. 


A bill has been introduced in Congress 
that would prohibit access charges at the 
federal level. CAC supports the passage of 
legislation that will prohibit access charges 
at the state level. 


Lifeline Telephone Rates 


Do to the divestiture of AT&T, local 
telephone service will increase. There is a 
concern over the possibility that many low- 
income individuals will no longer be able to 
afford telephone service. CAC supports 
the passage of legislation that would allow 
the PSC to implement “Lifeline” rates for 
low-income consumers. 

Lifeline would be limited telephone 
service, but sufficient to meet the mini¬ 
mum communication needs of the average 
telephone user. This would include access 
to telephone service for emergency com¬ 
munication with public agencies and pri¬ 
vate medical services, and for the elderly, 
the handicapped, and the infirm to main¬ 
tain necessary social contacts.

CAC supports the passage of legisla¬ 
tion that would give workers and com¬ 
munities the “right to know” the types and 
effects of toxics they are being exposed to 
by: 

• requiring employers to report once a 
year to the state department of labor a list 
of toxic substances present in the work¬ 
place. 

• requiring employers to post in the work¬ 
place “material safety data sheets” includ¬ 
ing information about toxic substances 
present, adverse effects, and what action 
to take if exposed. 

• requiring employers to provide labels 
with similar information on containers of 
toxic substances. 

• requiring employers to provide copies of 
the “material safety data sheets” to neigh¬ 
borhood fire stations, where they would be 
available for public inspection. 

• giving employees the right to “say no” 
and refuse to work with or near toxic sub¬ 
stances if provisions of the law are not 
being following. 

State Superfund 

Action must be taken to deal with haz¬ 
ardous waste sites in Indiana which have 
already been identified or will be iden¬ 


tified. Indiana’s “minifund” to clean up 
hazardous waste sites must be made a 
superfund if hazardous waste sites are to 
be adequately cleanedup.

• increase the existing $1.50 a ton tax on 
landfill disposal to $5.50. 

• expand the existing tax to include wastes 
stored in pits, ponds, and lagoons and 
waste disposed of by deep well injection. 

• establish a “land pollution source reduc¬ 
tion fund” to promote source reduction and 
treatment, reuse, and recycling of wastes 
as alternatives to landfill disposal. 

Ban on Landfills 

Steps must be taken to prevent new 
toxic waste disposal problems from being 
created. The land disposal of wastes must 
be phased out through a “ban” on landfills. 
CAC supports legislation that states no 
land disposal of wastes be allowed in In¬ 
diana beginning January 1, 1990 unless 
specific authorization for disposal is ob¬ 
tained from the Environmental Manage¬ 
ment board. Such authorization will be 
permitted only if the generater of the 
waste can prove that the waste cannot be 
recycled for reuse, incinerated, or chemi¬ 
cally, physically, or biologically treated to 
neutralize the waste. 
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Economic Development 

Unemployment Compensation have been exacerbated by the mismanaged 


Currently, Indiana’s unemployment 
compensation trust fund is not solvent. 
During the summer and fall an unemploy¬ 
ment compensation study committee 
chaired by State Senator Joe Harrison (R- 
Attica) met to address this problem. The 
committee was mandated to propose a sol¬ 
ution to the funding crisis currently faced 
by the unemployment compensation trust 
fund. The committee failed to make a re¬ 
commendation. 

Representative Robert Heilman (D- 
Terre Haute) has written an alternative 
tax formula for the fund which would make 
indexing feasible. Indexing would auto¬ 
matically increase contributions to the 
fund as average weekly wages increase for 
Hoosier workers. This would stabilize the 
unemployment compensation fund so the 
state will not be faced with a recurrent sol¬ 
vency crisis. This concept had been advo¬ 
cated in a study conducted by Indiana Uni¬ 
versity. 


policies of the Eastern Indiana Production 
Credit Association which is on the verge of 
bankruptcy itself. 

To combat foreclosures on their own 
property, a group of Hoosier farmers 
formed Indiana COACT in November 
1982. CAC worked with COACT during 
the 1982 legislative session to pass legisla¬ 
tion that would allow a judge to establish 
a two month to two year moratorium on 
mortgage payments. The bill never re¬ 
ceived a hearing. 

CAC and COACT support the pas¬ 
sage of similar legislation in the 1984 ses¬ 
sion of the General Assembly. In addition, 
CAC supports the passage of legislation 
that would extend the redemption period 
on farm and home mortgages to twelve 
months beyond the current three month 
redemption period in Indiana law. The rate 
of home mortgage foreclosures has been 
particularly high in Northwest Indiana 
due to high levels of unemployment.

On the other side of the debate, Congressman Dan Coats (R-Ft. Wayne) voted 
against an amendment offered by Sharp and Dingell that would have rolled back gas 
prices and extended gas controls. Sharp and Dingell unsuccessfully attempted to at¬ 
tach the amendment onto another amendment offered by Congressmen from gas 
producing states. Their pro-producer legislation did not extend controls, allowed de¬ 
control of old gas (gas discovered prior to 1977) under a variety of conditions, and 
would have had the effect of allowing large industrial customers in gas producing 
states to use old gas with price controls but force large industrial customers in 
states like Indiana to use old gas without price controls. 

Senators Richard Lugar and Dan Quayle remained neutral on the natural gas 
issue by voting against pro-decontrol legislation and against consumer supported leg¬ 
islation that would have extended price controls on natural gas.
